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Work On New Infirmary To Begin Soon 


onstruction on PC’s proposed 
_4 new infirmary is expected 
to begin by December 1, in 
hopes of having the facility 
ready for use by the start of the 
1971-72 session next fall. 


A bid of $207,612 gained the 


room apartment on the second 
floor. A sun-deck will be placed 
atop the single-story rear wing. 

As indicated by the picture 
shown here, the facade of the 
building maintains in a simple 
way the colonial Georgian style 
of other campus facilities. 


The basic construction bid of 
$207,612 includes a $23,513 alter- 
nate for work around the ad- 
jacent dining hall in the form 
of a service driveway, parking 
space and a decorative wall. 
This work will be done as part 
of the total package. 


contract for Harper Builders of 
Williamston, S. C. Eight other 
companies also entered the Oc- 
tober bidding, with price tags 
ranging up to $238,758. 

Business Manager G. Edward 
Campbell said the total cost of 
the new infirmary, counting 
equipment and furnishings and 
the architect’s fee, probably 
would come to $225,000. Of this 
amount, $205,000 will be fi- 
nanced through an already ap- 
proved Federal loan payable 
over 40 years at only 3 percent 
interest rates. 

The infirmary is the first of 
three new buildings scheduled 
for construction on the PC 
campus in the years immediate- 
ly ahead. The other two plant 
objectives of the recent EXCEL 
campaign, a new library and a 
physical education center, have 
plans ready to go as soon as 
additional funds are available. 

The new 18-bed infirmary 
will be situated to the east of 
Greenville Dining Hall and fac- 
ing on the East Plaza. Plans 
call for 6,400 square feet to in- 
clude patient quarters for nine 
men and nine women, treatment 
rooms, diet kitchen and doctor’s 
office on the first floor, and the 
infirmary matron’s two - bed- 


$100,000 Deferred Gift To PC 


A $100,000 deferred gift from an individual and the $50,000 
payment of a foundation challenge grant have been received by 
Presbyterian during the past month. Both donors requested to re- 
main anonymous. 

The $100,000 has been placed in the PC development fund with 
provisions for the donor to retain the income for life and the College 
to be the sole beneficiary thereafter. The $50,000 check came as the 
final payment of a $150,000 challenge grant offered several years 
ago with special stipulations which PC has just met. 

Almost within reach of claiming by PC is a second challenge 
grant for $200,000 by the same anonymous foundation. College 
officials expect to qualify during the coming year.

Annual Giving Hits $88,000 

The Annual Giving program stands at $88,000 
in early November—and already starting the final 
two-month spurt toward the $160,000 goal for 1970. 

Latest figures show $46,100 of this total con- 
tributed by 770 alumni, and $41,900 by 375 parents 
and friends. Both of these amounts are ahead of 
the pace at the same date last year. The 1969 
program ultimately produced $151,800.
